the men were only being paid the ) 
straight wage of 50 cents per hour tor 
the overtime. 

Ss. A. G. Barnes said he could not 
understand a reputable firm like Reid, 
McDonald & Brewster daring to do 
such a thing, after being warned by 
the board, and moved a_ resolution 
that the board pay the men the differ- 
ence in the overtime rate, and that 
the amount be deducted from the sum 
due the firm on completion of the con- 
tract. 

K. W. MacKenzie urged the mem 
bers to take legal advice before pass- 
ing the resolution, but it was put to 
the vote and carried. Mr. Barnes, J. 
J. McKenzie and Dr, Crang voting in 
favor. ‘ 

Old Question of Vacancies, 

The old question of the vacancies on 
the board was revived by the receipt 
of a letter from J, R. Heatherington, 
1355 Third street, stating that mem- 
bers of the board had absented them- 
selves for some months, and that at 
times it had been difficult to secure 
a quorum. ‘As a ratepayer,’’ the 
letter continued, “I demand that the 
board take steps under the School Act 
to remedy these conditions.’’5

Must Appoint Another, 

If the guaraniece company refuses 
‘o go ‘bond for the treasurer appoint- 
ed by the school district it becomes 
ihe duty of the trustees to appoint 
another treasurer who can give a sat- 
isfactory bond and the retiring treas- 
urer shall have no claim for salary 
against the school district except tho 
proportionate part of his salary up 
to the time of his retirement. 

Another important clause boing ad- 
ded to the Schoo! Ordinance is thac 
which provides that every college, 
private school or other educational 
institution, must, upon the request «f 
the Minister, furnish to the depart 
ment a return giving such informs- 
tion as the Minister may piresuripe, 

Enforcement of Truancy Act, 

The Truancy Act is to be amended 
iu important particulars to make it 
more workable. At the present tin:

Truancy Act in any school or village 
district it is necessary to appoint a 
truancy officer for that district. The 
amendments to the act now proposed 
provide for the appointment of pre-

the direction of the truancy branch
